The first iron ore in more than 
10 years to come from the 150- 
year-old Iron Mountain Mine, 80 
mijes south of here in St. Fran- 
cois County, will be sent to the 
Granite City plant of the Koppers 
United Co. for smelting in about 
three weeks, it was announced to- 
day by State Geologist Edward L. 
Clark. 

The announcement came in a 
letter to President George C. 
Smith of the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce describing the bene- 
fits of the magnetic survey of the 
State made possible through in- 
struments and funds provided by 
the Industrial Bureau of the 
chamber about 15 years ago when 
Smith was its director. Smith 
said that it was discovered with 
the magnetometer that the mine 
had not been worked out as be- 
lieved but still contained large de- 
posits of ore. 

The Iron Mountain Mine is now 
owned by the Ozark Ore Co.,, a 
subsidiary of the Hanna Co. of 
Cleveland. It has been installing 
since January about one million 
dollars worth of plant facilities 
and equipment leased to it by the 
Defense Plants Corporation. 

The ore, moving over the Mis- 


the Koppers United Co. plant from 
the Lake Superior region and will 
amount to 250,000 to 500,000 gross 
tons per year. The life of the 


mine has been estimated to be | 


between 10 and 20 years. 


The magnetometer was used to. 


make a magnetic map of the 
State, first one of such scope to 
be published, Clark said, which 
discloses an outstanding magnetic 
anomaly near Bourbon, Mo., now 
being prospected by the United 
States Bureau of Mints. Prelimi- 
nary results show the presence of

The magnetometer, Smith ex- 
plained, shows variations in mag- 
netic pull exerted 
Structures and indicates the pres- 
ence of ore bodies. A determina- 
tion of the type of ore is then 
made by drilling out cores. The 
magnetometer thus saves immense 
drilling costs by indicating where 
no ore bodies exist,

The broadcast as reported by 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission did not further identify 
the attacking planes, but earlier 
Japanese radio reports had ex-

A. Mitscher’s powerful carrier 
task forces, part of Adm. William 
Halsey’s American Third Fieet, 
still were in that general vicinity 
following the all-day raid Mon- 
day on the Ryukyu Islands to the 
immediate northeast of Formosa.

Warrants charging David (Chip- 
py) Robinson and Steve Ryan, 
Egan gangsters, with kidnaping 
Patrick Hogan, race track tout, 
who is thought to have been the 
victim of the mysterious shocting 
at Club Royal, Sept. 29, were is- 
sued today by Justice of the Peace 
Walter G. Grossmann of Belleville 
at the request of State’s Attor- 
ney Louis P. Zerweck of St. Clair 
County. 

Zerweck’s action came after St. 
Louis police had arrested Robin- 
son and Ryan, who, witnesses 
have said, were in the club at the 
time the shots were fired. After 
issuance of the kidnaping war- 
rants, St. Louis police applied for 
warrants charging Robinson and 
Ryan with being fugitives from 
St. Clair County. re 

A study of Illinois kidnaping 
laws led Zerweck to the conclu- 
sion that it would not be neces- 
sary to produce the victim, in 
order to bring kidnaping charges 
against the men. a: 

A 13-day search for the victim 
of the affray in the red brick 
bungalow club on Illinois High- 
way 13, near Belleville, has been 
futile, Zerweck explained, and 
without a victim, or a_ victim's 
body, there is no proof that a 
murder or an attempted murder 
was committed. Witnesses, how- 
ever, have said they saw men drag 
a bleeding victim from the club, 
Zerweck said, and a kidnaping 
case can be established if it 
proved that someone was forcibly 
removed from the club and con- 
fined against his will. 

“Nothing Material” Learned.

Ryan, also an associate of Col- 
beck and a member of the gang 
before it was smashed by postal 
inspectors with a series of mail 
robbery convictions in 1924, was 
arrested at 4:45 a. m. at a house 
at 5848 Pamplin avenue, which he 
said was his home.

I am attending them this year, 
even in the midst of an election 
campaign, because I believe that 
flood control is one of our most 
important problems, and because 
I believe that your activities 
truly a service to the whole na- 
tion. 

Water under control is our 
greatest asset. Without it we 
could not live, but not even fire 
is more terrible or destructive 
than raging floods. We all recall 
the great flood on the Mississippi 
River in 1927. Seven 
thousand peoplé were driven from 
their homes. More than a quarter 
million livestock were drowned. 
And more than four million acres 
of crops were destroyed. 

Terrible as that disaster was, it 
Was only the greatest of a large 
number of floods that for years 
had devastated our great river 
valleys, the most fertile land in the 
United States. 

Entire Valley Damaged. | 

The loss was not confined to’ 
the hardships of the people in the 
lower reaches of the river valleys | 
who were flooded out. A less im-| 
mediate and less spectacular but | 
enormously important loss was | 
sustained by those in the upper | 
valleys as far north as Minnesota. | 
They suffered from soil erosion, | 
declining fertility of the land, a/ 
lowering of the ground water) 
level and a loss of water that could | 
have been used to great advantage 
for power, navigation and irriga- | 
tion purposes. For example, the} 
United States Department of Agri-| 
culture in August 1928, the year) 
after the great flood, estimated | 
that soil erosion alone was costing | 
the farmers two hundred million | 
dollars a year. 

The cost of proper flood control | 
would be great, just as the cost of 
insurance premiums is great. But 
the returns from sound flood con- 
trol practices can exceed the cost. 
Through intelligent action, a na- 
tional scourge can be turned into 
a2 national asset of the first mag- 
nitude. 

From the great flood of 1927 we 
Tearned once and for all that we 
could not safely rely upon build- 
ing bigger and higher levees to 
contain the floods. That course 
oniyv raised the water levels and 
made the floods even mof® dan- 
gerous when they finally broke 
through the levees. a 
Federal Responsibility. 

The terrible flood of 
forced a reluctant Federal 
ernment to recognize that 
to assume some responsibility for 
this great national problem, 

A number of conflicting plans 
were hastily devised, and the 
Jones-Reid Flood Contro) Act was 
enacted in.1928. In many respects 
that legislation was helpful. It be- 
latedly recognized for the first 
time the duty of the Federa! Gov- 
ernment to assist in overcoming 
floods, and it made limited Federal 
appropriations, but there was no 
well considered plan to end floods. 

The size of some of the levees 
Was increased. In some places the 
levees were set back to increase 
the distance between the banks of 
the river. In the lower reaches of 
the Mississippi, floodways were to 
be installed so that flood waters 
would be drawn off into less valu- 
able areas in order to protect the 
remainder, 

These provisions provided a sub- 
stantial measure of relief at a 
great cost. But they did not and 
could not assure safety from 
floods. At best they were mere 
stopgaps. And on the whole they 
were very expensive stopgaps. 
Administration’s Record. 

When the present administra- 
tion took office it recognized the 
need for a real flood control pol- 
-_jcy. ‘More important still, it took 
effective action. More has been 
accomplished in the last 12 years 
to combat this menace than in all 
the preceding years of our history 
put together. 

Many valuable projects are only 
partly completed because the ma- 
terials and man power were need- 
ed for war. These must be com- 
pleted as soon as possible by ex- 
perienced personnel. Other pro}j- 
ects that have been planned must 
be put into execution. Plans for 
still other projects should be initi- 
ated now. Your Government is 
working on all this right now, so 
that when hostilities cease we can 
act quickly. 

Experience has taught us that 
to solve the problem of flood con- 
trol we must start with the small 
tributaries in the upper reaches 
of the rivers and make a com-

It takes years to plan and com- 
plete projects of this magnitude, 
and the cost is beyond private 
means. Only the Government 
can undertake it, and cheap 
power for the consumer always 
is opposed by the utility in- 
terests. 

We were fortunate to have a 
President with the vision and 
courage to back the creation of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
Floods are now under control in 
the Tennessee Valley, and that 
helps the whole lower Mississip- 
pi Valley. If we could do the 
sume thing in the Missouri and 
several of the other great rivers, 
the problem of flood control 
would be on its way towards a 
permanent solution. 


In addition, the TVA project 
has provided immense quan- 
tities of power for the manu- 
facture of aluminum and _ oni- 
trates and other material sorely 
needed to win this war. With- 
out TVA and other great power 
projects so bitterly attacked by 
the utility Interests as social- 
istic schemes of the New 
Dealers to ruin private indus- 
try, we would not have had suf- 
ficent power to make the alu- 
minum for the planes that are 
now hurling destruction upon 
the Germans and Japs. With- 
out TVA, tens of thousands of 
farmers in the Tennessee Val- 
ley would not now be enjoying 
electric lights and labor-saving 
power devices, and we would 
not be enjoying the fruits of 
their increased productivity.

| Proposals to create a Missouri 
| Valley Authority to apply the 
'TVA methods to development of 
the Missouri River drainage basin 
are pending in Congress. 

“The TVA was set up by Con- 
gress in 1933,” Lilienthal said, ‘“‘to 
increase economic opportunity for 
the people of a region larger than 
‘England—to increase opportunity 
‘for business men, farmers and 
‘workers. The method called for 
‘aid in the development of those 
‘natural resources of the Tennes- 
‘see Valley region upon which the 
lopportunity for economic ad- 
‘'vancement of several million peo- 
ple depended; namely, the rivers, 
the land, the forests and the min- 
erals. 

Common to All Regions. 

“Now these are the very natural 
resources which are common to 
every region the world over. It 
is these natural resources, and 
these alone, which, combined with 
the skills of men, are the very 
‘foundation of economic develop- 
ment and increase in the standard 
of living, whether in the Middle 
West, in the South, or in far-dis- 
tant countries. 

“The effort to develop the nat- 
ural resources of the Tennessee 
Valley region has already pro- 
duced results that are practical 
and real, results that you Can see 
in the form of factories and 
smokestacks, navigation on the 
river, improved agriculture, in- 
creased bank deposits, retail trade 
and all the other indices of eco- 
nomic progress. 

“The principal work of the TVA 
in this development has, of course, 
been putting the great Tennessee 
River to work by a series of 21 
dams, of which 16 are newly built 
—the largest job of design and 
construction ever carried out by 
one organization in American his- 
tory. These dams have converted 
a river that was useless into an 
asset of great value. The dams 
have made a navigable channel 
from Paducah on the Ohio to 
Knoxville in East Tennessee, 650 
miles of modern channel of nine- 
foot minimum draft. Those 
dams, together with the storage 
dams on the tributaries and some 
war-delayed construction yet to be 
completed, will provide flood con- 
itrol not only to Chattanooga and

Opportunity Begins at Home 


fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Recent reports indicate growing con- 
cern about foreign trade. One statement 
is that we need seven times the trade 
we had in 1937 if we are to provide 
joba for all employables, To justify that 
trade, we are obligated to provide mar- 
kets for the exports of the other na- 
tions. 

Doesn't foreign trade require either 
an investment or a loan on our part 
to start the cycle? 

Wouldn't the same investment in this 
country create as large a market? 

Is it possible to have over-production 
of everything at once? Isn’t there al- 
ways at least one want to be filled 
right here, if there is the money to 
fill it? 

Isn't it true that most of our export- 
ables are the products of large indus- 
tries or marketing  organizations— 
things; whereas our shortages and 
needs are for services which are not 
importable, anyway medical and 
dental care, recreation, education, re- 
ligious training, domestic service, enter- 
tainment, conservation of resources and 
manpower for operational services like 
highways, laundries, food processing 
and handling and Government service? 

Isn't the real need that of realigning 
our man power to meet our Own needs 
more perfectly? If we have too many 
ships and not enough teachers, shouldn't 
shipfitters become teachers instead of 
continuing to make ships Which we 
must trade for leather, for example, 
when we don’t need any more shoes in 
the first place? 

Isn't it because these exportables are 
the products of huge industries that 
this realignment is retarded and the 
substitute of foreign trade is suggested? 
Henry Kaiser, for example, won’t make 
a cent on any of his shipbuilders who 
become teachers, but if he can Keep 
them employed for him and can find a 
foreign market, there’s a profit in it 
for him. (No offense meant in the se- 
lection of this example, as he seems 
to be a high-type man.) 

Foreign trade and free trade I am 
for, 100 per cent, but I ask why it seems 
to be the favorite device to serve as 
the safety valve on our economy when 
we have s0 many opportunities—and 
needs—at home.

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The City That Was Aix 

And there was my Roland to bear the whole 

weight 

Of the news which alone could save Aix 

from her fate. 

The good news which Robert Browning sang in 
his poem did reach Aix, amd Aix was saved. 
Saved for the centuries, up to the fourth year in 
the fifth decade in the twentieth. But, as it 
seems, to be saved no longer, for Aix is the 
French of Aachen: and in this dark and bloody 
October over central Europe, Aachen is en- 
girdled in pricking steel of deadly enemies; the 
garrison will not submit; the venerable city 
must be destroyed, is even now under the 
cannon, 

From Aachen the Ancient, rises the dust not 
alone of steel and granite and blasted flesh but 
of ancient bones and hoary tradition. For this 
was the seat and home of Charles, born in the 
year of our Lord 742, King of the Franks, King 
by conquest of the Lombards, Patrician of the 
Romans, scourge and Christianizer of the heathen 
Saxons, master of Bavaria, harrier of Hungary 
and harasser of the Arabs in Spain—that Char- 
lemagne who was anointed Imperator of Im- 
perium Romanum, the Holy Roman Empire. 

At Aachen Charlemagne built his shining 
palace; there he hunted the lordly buck in the 
abundant woods and bathed in the warm sulphur 
waters. There he cultivated the arts of war 
and government and the propagation of Christi- 
anity; from Charlemagne’s Aachen came, long 
before the Renaissance, a bright new scholar- 
ship in the Latin and Greek classics and a 
purified text of the Roman Vulgate, now as al- 
aways the sacred word of the Catholic Church. 

And there, at Aachen, in a sarcophagus housed 
in the minster completed in 805, lie the last 
remains of Charles the Great. There hover, 
too, the ghosts of medieval ceremonials in the 
coronation of German kings until the year 1531. 
There lie, in sooth, relics of man’s warlike 
might, and relics, too, of his aspirations to 
brotherhood, his yearning for enlightenment, his 
adoration of his Creator. 

All now must go, unless the heathen de- 
scendants of those Germans Charlemagne 
scourged capitulate or are utterly destroyed be- 
fore powder and shell and screaming steel of 
superior might have accomplished their ap- 
pointed purpose on the venerable bones of an- 
other age. Of a darker age, we like to say. 
And yet, though men who live by the sword 
must die by the sword, Charlemagne died in 
bed. Aachen dies in howling holocaust. 

The sad voice of History whispers, “Sic 
transit gloria mundi.” Must it be ever thus?

Mr. Hull’s Dander Rises 


Secretary Hull beamed with delight over the 
beautiful friendship that began last summer to 
develop between him and the Dewey camp. Those 
sessions with John Foster Dulles, the Republican 
candidate's adviser on foreign policy, were most 
helpful in keeping the peace treaty and the 
structure of the world organization on a non- 
partisan basis, so the Secretary. welcomed them, 
The feeling was mutual, and the Dewey organiza- 
tion expressed high regard for Mr. Hull. 

However, when the Republican group began 
attempting to strengthen its cause with the 
voters by dropping hints that Hull would remain 
as foreign policy adviser if Dewey were elected, 
the Secretary of State drew the line. He is no 
mean politician himself, and he still has a 
touch of that feudin’ spirit for which his native 
Tennessee hills are famous. His statement makes 
it plain that he will consort with the opponents 
of his chief to help win the peace, but not to 
help them win the election. 

Mr. Hull’s vigorous disclaimer is entirely 
proper.

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Estonia Free State 


Five years ago, when Russia occupied Estonia, 
held a plebiscite and proclaimed the adhesion of 
a new Soviet Estonian Republic to the U.S. S. R., 
great was the denunciation by Western de- 
mocracies of this absorption. In our case it 
played some part in the “moral embargo” we 
soon instituted against exports to the Soviet 
Union. 

The change-over to collectivism had not got 
well started, however, before Hitler began his 
Russian war. Estonia was occupied by the Wehr- 
macht, and only this fall has it been freed from 
Nazi domination. Now the Communist Gov- 
ernment of Estonia has resumed its program of 
adjusting the domestic institutions of the quon- 
dam capitalistic democracy to the general frame- 
work of Communist Russia. This included the 
nationalization of land and all other instruments 
of production and distribution, and it has been 
assumed that Estonia would be forced into this 
same mold. 

And yet, according to a recent press confer- 
ence statement of Arnold Veimer, president of 
the Council of People’s Commissars of the re- 
deemed Republic, the Estonians will decide for 
themselves whether or not to adopt the Russian 
system of collectivization of agriculture. “If the 
Estonians do not want collective farms,” an 
Associated Press dispatch quotes him as saying, 
“they will not have them. But the party, natur- 
ally believing in it, will campaign for it by press 
and radio education.” 

Reporters asked about the nationalization of 
and business, and were informed that 
small enterprises of fewer than 10 employes 
would remain in private hands. Furthermore, the 
Estonian peasant will be permitted to own 30 


stores 
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hectares (about 75 acres) of land; “there is no 
limit to the number of persons he may employ 
on a farm; he may have as many cows as he can 
maintain.” 

This would seem to imply that there will be 
no forced collectivization or nationalization in 
Estonia, and her sister Baltic states of Lithuania 
and Latvia, It implies, too, that the assurances 
to individual constituent republics found in the 
Soviet “Basic Law” of 1936—assurances repro- 
claimed earlier in the present year—are being 
honored in the performance rather than in the 
breach.

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Opportunity at Home 

By a series of well-framed questions, Reader 
Robert S. Kunkel’s letter printed today brings 
the question of foreign trade into far better per- 
spective than is often seen, 

Any statement that our foreign commerce must 
be seven times as great as in 1937 is probably 
based on the notion that we can reach full em- 
ployment only, or at least must reach it mostly, 
by external trade, That is a dangerous fallacy, 
As Kunkel points out, it presupposes a tremen- 
dous volume—at least 25 billion dollars worth 
of tangible goods, or one-sixth of the full-em- 
ployment national income. 

But the desire of other countries for our ex- 
ports, especially for manufactured goods, which 
is what we prefer to sell, may come nowhere 
near that figure. A number of countries which 
have depended on us heavily for manufactures 
are working steadily toward an industrial self- 
sufficiency which will relieve them from the 
need to import. Nor, against lower-cost com- 
petition, can we hope for much prosperity by 
selling raw materials like cotton and wheat 
abroad. On the other hand, it is hard to believe 
that our requirements of services and raw mate- 
rials from other countries—which must keep in 
reasonable balance with our exports unless, as 
in the 1920s, we give away our goods again un- 
der defaulted loans—will amount to 25 billions. ° 

So, as Kunkel says, we had better make the 
best use we can of the colossal opportunities at 
home—satisfying our shortages of automobiles 
and radios and houses, of “medical and dental 
care, recreation, education,” and so on, If, thus 
placing the main emphasis where it belongs, it 
then turns out that our foreign trade is seven 
times 1937's or only twice 1937's, well and good, 
But though the freest world interchange possi- 
ble without restrictive tariffs or artificial induce- 
ments is all to the good, it remains secondary 
to something much bigger.

We added: “That would not be.so good.” 

We now have an excellent Mayor in A. P. 
Kaufmann. He deserves to be elected in Novem- 
ber to fill out the late William Dee Becker's 
unexpired term. We think it would be a mistake 
to exchange him for Patrick J. Burke, who has 
had no experience in public office except the 
post of Deputy Sheriff, which he had to resign 
because it was shown he held it illegally.

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Harry Hopkins, Anti-Spender 

In campaign time and out, for almost a dozen 
years, Harry Hopkins has been a favorite target 
of administration critics. The columns and vole 
umes of condemnation were devoted to establish- 
ing him as the Prince of Spenders, the High 
Prophet of Prosperity via Unbalanced Budgets, 
and the stigma has stuck. 

What are the critics going to make of the 1944- 
model Hopkins who turns up in the current 
American Magazine?

A constant reliance upon large-scale 
Government spending, with resultant heavier 
taxes or continued deficits and perhaps in- 
creased competition with private business, 
is not consistent with the continuation of 
our competitive system. 

Can this gospel come from the hero of the 
“spend and spend” legend? Yes, it’s from Harry 
Hopkins, and now there's nothing left for Re- 
publican orators to do but to send out for a new 
whipping-boy.

Public Opinion 
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Independents Look at Gov. Dewey 


Though candidate plans to devote much effort now to convincing 
“undecided” voters, newspaper says campaign is already clear 
of enough for final decisions; non-partisans know period of world un- 
certainty would follow Roosevelt's defeat; some historical parallels,

Independent voters cannot fail to be in- 
terested in the statement of a “close ad- 
viser” that Gov. Dewey “probably would 
devote much of his efforts until Nov. 7 
trying to convince undecided (independent) 
voters” to support his candidacy. 


All independents are not still undecided; 
yet virtually all voters still undecided are 
independent. Very many, if not most, of 
thé independents have already determined 
how they will vote. There is a high aver- 
age of intelligence among them, and usu- 
ally they are well informed, 


Election day is less than four weeks dis- 
tant. What it is all about has become clear 
enough for final conclusions, 


They Don’t Think Alike 


No one can put all independents into a 
single category on the assumption that they 
will stay put. Independents do not: think 
alike. There are all kinds—reactionary, 
conservative, moderate, progressive, liberal 
and radical independents, ranging from the 
extreme Right to the extreme Left. 


When independents first began to be con- 
spicuous 60 years ago, they could be classed 
for the most part as Mugwumps who bolted 
James G. Blaine as the Republican presi- 
dential candidate. They were mainly Re- 
publicans in origin who revolted against 
political corruption and the spoils system 
and demanded civil service reform. George 
William Curtis and Carl Schurz were then 
their outstanding leaders, 


Schurz, however, was conservative on 
economic issues, as Was demonstrated when 
he fought William J. Bryan’s presidential 
candidacy in 1896, and was associated with 
many conservative Democrats in helping to 
elect McKinley, the candidate of the Re- 
publican party. Four years later, Gen. 
Schurz swung back to Bryan on the issue 
of the Philippines, or imperialism. 


Time for Decision at Hand 


Cver since then, independents have start- 
ed up from all points of origin and have 
gone in all directions. Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt in 1912 turned half the Republican 
voters in the United States into inde- 
pendents called Progressives, and Presi- 
dential Candidate Hughes failed to get 
them all back in 1916. 


The time for decision cannot in all con- 
science be postponed much longer by inde- 
pendents with intellectual virility enough to 
make up their own minds. Independents of 
that caliber never are political escapists in 
the sense that they seek refuge in neutral- 
ity. They come down on one side or the 
other in time to exercise all the influence 
they can upon the outcome of the election, 
In that way elections are won. 

Gov, Dewey has as little claim on the 
support of independents as Gen. McClellan 
had in the last wartime presidential elec- 
tion in this country—in 1864. Mr. Dewey, 
one hastens to grant, has not declared the 
war to be a “failure,” nor has his party 
platform. But Gen. McClellan in 1864 re- 
pudiated the charge that the war was a 
failure. McClellan thought that he could 
fight the Confederacy. more successfully 
than Lincoln had or could: ard, as a Union 
General in the field, he felt that his experi- 
ence with the Civil War President had ex- 
posed Lincoln's incompetence. 


Gen. Sherman's capture of Atlanta, on 
Sept. 2, during the presidential campaign, 


knocked into a cocked hat the McClellan 
thesis that Lincoln was incompetent to 
bring the war to an early end and save 
the Constitution from destruction, much as 
Mr. Dewey's sweeping charge of incom- 
petence against Roosevelt in his Philadel- 
phia speech is seen to be ridiculous in the 
light of the war news we have been read- 
ing since D-day. 


Effect of Change in the War 


In reaching decisions today, independent 
voters can no longer ignore—if hitherto 


_they have ignored—the probable effect up- 


on this war and its outcome of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s defeat. To a degree quite beyond 
accurate measurement, Allied unity seems 
to be involved in the election. 


Bearing on this point, one may quote 
from a strictly non-partisan source, the 
Washington correspondence of the Foreign 
Policy Bulletin, as follows: 


“Britain, Russia and China gain little by 
coming to an understanding today with the 
administration of President Roosevelt so 
long as they do not know whether he or 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey will win the elec- 
tion.” 

So Britain, Russia and China are wait- 
ing on the outcome of the presidential elec- 
tion. That is unavoidable. They are not 
interfering in our politics; naturally, they 
are just waiting to See. 

The cost of President Roosevelt's defeat, 
under these circumstances, must at least 
include a period of uncertainty and unset- 
tlement among the United Nations pend- 
ing the new Dewey administration's efforts 
to find its bearings in the light of the elec- 
tion returns and of the claims that rival 
groups of its election supporters may have 
upon it in the shaping of its foreign policy. 
That is a period to avoid in the national 
interest and in the interest of Allied unity.

During the Civil War, the Confederates 
had a General with a wooden leg, but it 
didn’t seem to hinder him. As’a matter of 
fact, it isn’t wooden-legged Generals who 
have brought defeat and disaster to their 
people—it'’s wooden-headed ones,

Of these two books about the Seabees, as 
the Navy’s Construction Battalions are ap- 
propriately called, one is very good indeed, 
and the lesser book supplements the other. 

“Can Do!” is by a Lieutenant (jg) in the 
Civil Engineering Corps of the Navy Re- 
serve. It gains not only from his intimate 
knowledge of what the Seabees do and are, 
but from the flavor of Navy language. 

Vice Admiral Ben Moreell in his introdue- 
tion says that it “is not intended to be a 
dramatic recital of the accomplishments of 
the Seabees.” But it is dramatic: it is thrill- 
ing, and it is shocking. It is shocking be 
cause it shows again how the United States 
had to begin from scratch. 

Before this war, all Navy construction 
was done by civilians. Obviously, such 
obsolete procedure would defeat us in our 
war in the Pacific. So the Navy had to 
scratch in the paydirt of America’s tough 
construction gangs to dig out those who 
were capable and loyal enough to do the 
magnificent work the Seabees have done, 
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The book {fs thrilling by virtue of its ma- 
terial and because it shows so clearly that 
American “know-how” is invincible. It is 
dramatic because of vigorous language and 
careful documentation. 

Hule tells, for instance, of a dawn assault 
by a Marine detachment on a New Georgia 
beach, The Marines rushed up the beach, 
ready for Japs. To their amazement, a 
Seabee Lieutenant stepped from behind a 
tree and said to the officer in command. 
“Major, the Seabees are always happy to 
welcome the Marines.” 

That incident is not only dramatic and 
significant: it is characteristic. And the 
quality of the telling is enhanced by foot- 
note documentation identifying the Liew 
tenant; one knows he isn't reading fiction. 

Soldiers, sailors and marines get their 
full share of glory from correspondents and 
fictioneers alike. The Seabees have been 
largely overlooked, on the assumption, sup- 
posedly, that a bulldozer is not so romantie 
as a tank. This book should convince 
readers, not that our fighting men are 
pantywaists in comparison to the Seabees, 
but at least that the Seabees help them 
lace their breeches. The workers who are 
building our roads to Japan insist that a 
Seabee in a bulldozer should lead the vie- 
tory parade through Tokyo. 


“We Build, We Fight!” is by a profes- 
sional writer who has done an adequate 
job. But the flavor is not there. Never- 
theless, his book is an interesting comple 
ment to “Can Do!,” for he describes the 
training of the Seabees and tells some 
thing of their work at Bermuda, in Ice 
land, in Africa and in the Mediterranean. 

These Seabe®s are all laboring men, al- 
most without exception union men, and 
the books are valuable antidotes to much 
malicious prejudice. 

Both books are illustrated with exciting 
official Navy photographs.

The second fall of Warsaw is 
a peculiar tragedy, for it occurs 
when our armies are advancing. 
From this distance, and in the 
fog of propaganda it is impossible 
to judge whether Warsaw might 
have been saved had the Soviet 
government decided on a differ- 
ent strategy. At the 
when the Polish uprising occurred 
—on Aug. 1—the Russians were 
massing their forces for a push 
into Romania and the Balkans. 
Yet it is difficult to believe that 
collaboration between Polish and 
Soviet forces regarding the 
timing might not have _ been 
worked out, 


A Parallel With Paris. 


Premier Stanislaw Mikolajczyk 
was in Moscow, just before the 
uprising occurred, and certainly 
must have discaissed it, in how- 
ever tentative terms. It would 
geem that there was some parallel 
with Paris. There it was the 
ambition of the French resistance 
forces to conquer the French cap- 
ital themselves, and not get it 
back as wholly a gift of the Allied 
armies. The Poles must have had 
the same hope. 

The Paris rising disconcerted 
Anglo-American plans, for it did 
not fit into Eisenhower's tactics. 
Nevertheless we went to the aid 
of the French. Despite consider- 
able animosity toward the De 
Gaulle government, our opposi- 
tion did not include the hope that 
his forces would fail. 

The Soviets have a different at- 
titude. It is easy to construe 
purely military reasons for letting 
the opportunity to aid Warsaw 
pass. In the Russo-Polish war of 
1920, the Russians lost their cam- 
paign in the battle for Warsaw. 


Plans to Retake Warsaw. 


Since then, that battle has been 
a major object of study in Russian 
military schools, and Soviet strate- 
gists have had definite ideas of 
how to avoid a similar disaster. 
They planned to outflank Warsaw, 
and conquer the Polish capital as 
the end result ef a great cam- 
paign. But the Soviets do not seem 
to have laid the plan convincingly 
before Premier Mikolajczyk. And 
this fits in with the Soviet policy 
right along—to let other people 
make fools of themselves, if they 
wish to. 

At any rate, the fall of Warsaw 
and the capture by the Germane 
of Gen. Bor has had definite po- 
litical results. The 63 days’ upris- 
ing destroyed the bulk of the re- 
sistance forces loyal to the Polish 
Government in London. Not from 
a moral viewpoint, but in power 
politics, it is a major defeat for

IN MINERAL - FED 
BEDS OF GRAVEL 


More Flowers in Shorter 
Shaw’s Garden Reports. 
Time Than by Old Method, 


Orchids grown in gravel and 
nourished with a solution of min- 


eral salts produced more flowers 
in shorter time than did similar 
plants grown in the usual orchid 
peat, experimenters at Shaw's 
Garden have reported in the cur- 
rent issue of the Garden Bulletin. 
Experiments begun in 1928 have 
proved so successful that the new 
method is now being used on a 
larger scale. 

Advantages of the new method 
of culture were found to include 
a maturing of the plants in four 


‘years, whereas it usually requires 


seven years to produce the flow- 
ers. One group of plants pro- 
duced 96 flowers while a control 
group produced only ll. Accel- 
eration is largely accounted for 
by the continuous growth of the 
plants.

Experiments Designed to 
Make Smokeless Fuel 
Will Be Conducted by 
Chicago Body. 


Experiments with two coking 
processes, designed to convert 
high volatile Illinois soft coal to a 
smokeless fuel suitable for use in 
St. Louis, will be conducted by 
the Institute of Gas Technology 
of Chicago, it was announced yes- 
terday by State Senator Rice W. 
Miller of Hillsboro, chairman of 
the Illinois Coal Products Com- 
mission. 

The commission, created by the 
Illinois Legislature, entered into a 
contract with the institute yester- 
day following a meeting at Spring- 
field, Ill. The tests will cost $20,- 
000 


Senator Miller said tests on a 
coking process developed by Dr. 
Karl Otto of New York and an- 
other from the laboratories of the 
institute will be made. In addi- 
tion, he said, institute researchers 
will make a study of the process 
developed by Corlus W. McKinney, 
Belleville engineer, which has not 
yet advanced to the stage where 
experiments can be carried out, 

Otto Process Explained, 

The Otto coking process calls 
for making a dense cake from raw 
coal by adding moisture and pres- 
‘sure, Senator Miller said. The 
|cake of coal is then placed in a 
conventional coking oven where, 
‘under high temperatures, smoke 
| producing properties are removed. 

In the process advanced by the 
‘institute, raw coal is ground to 
‘about 30 mesh, carbonized in a 
huge steel retort through the ap- 
plication of a fluidization tech- 
nique and made into a coke, Which 
is then blended with raw coal and 
placed in a conventional coke 
oven, 

The finished products in both 
the institute and Otto processes, 
Miller said, will compare favor- 
ably in price, heating capacity and 
smokelessness with coal now used 


‘in St. Louis under the provisions 
of the smoke ordinance. 
'ments, he said, are to be started 
‘immediately and should be com- 
| pleted in six or seven months.

You'll have to 
be a real ancient to answer that 
one from memory. It will 
take you back almost half a 
century. 

If this writer recalls correctly, 
the South Side course closed in 
1896, when a law was passed 
prohibiting night racing. .

The South Side racetrack stood 
out, for one reason if no other. 

It was the first night race- 
track in history. 

It was located at Missouri 
and Russell avenues and was 
just a miniature affair, the track 
being only three-eighths of a 
mile. ... It opened as a day 
racetrack and operated continu- 
ously including Sundays, in the 
very early ‘'90s. Later it 
changed to nighttime racing. 

The lighting system was prim- 
itive, but the fans didn’t care. 
, The game went merrily 
on, Some great jockeys

Ducks Unlimited, international 
conservation organization, report- 
ed a 10 per cent increase in the 
waterfowl population since last 
year and forecast a flight of at 
least 140,000,000 ducks and geese, 
largest in more than three dec- 
ades, 

The increase in duck numbers 
has resulted in a 10-day longer 
open season and larger bag limits 
than last year, according to regu- 
lations announced by the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service 
and adopted by the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission as part of 
the State wildlife code. Last year 
the season opened Oct. 15 and 
closed Dec. 23. This season the 
closing date will be Jan. 1, 1945. 

Five-Bird Bonus. 

In addition to the regular daily 
bag limit of 10 ducks, the hunter 
this year may take an extra five 
mallards, pintails or widgeons, 
singly or in the aggregate for a 
total of 15 birds. Only one wood 
duck daily or in possession is al- 
lowed, however. 

Then, if the hunter has plenty 
of ammunition, he may take and 
possess another 25 red-breasted or 
American mergansers—the _ so- 
called “fish ducks”—which Feder- 
al biologists say have become too 
numerous. 

Possession limit for ducks after 
opening day is 20 in the aggre 
gate, including only one wood 
duck, plus 10 mallards, pintails or 
widgeons, singly or in the aggre- 
gate, 

The daily limit on geese and 
brant remains at two, but in Mis-

This is the bottom crust 
of the pie. The fish filling can 
then be heaped down the center 
and leveled off to a depth of about 
one and one-half inches. A second 
sheet of pastry should be cut out 
by the same fish pattern. Brush 
the edge of the lower pastry with 
water or milk, lay on the top 
crust and press together to seal. 
Make a cut out for the eye and 
use the scissors to make rows of 
uniform snips to simulate’ the 
scales of the fish. Bake as you 
would fish turnovers. 


Tuna Turnovers 


One-half cup thick white sauce, 
seven-ounce tin tuna fish, two 
hard cooked eggs, one teaspoon 
finely minced onion, one-fourth 
cup finely chopped celery, one cup 
coarsely grated carrot, pastry for 
a double crust pie. Make one and 
one-half cups of thick white sauce 
using one-fourth cup margarine, 
six tablespoons flour, one-half tea- 
spoon salt and one and one-half 
cups milk. To one-half cup ofthe 
white sauce (reserve remainder 
for relish sauce), add the next five 
ingredients. Mix lightly. Roll the 
pastry one-eighth-inch thick. Cut 
into eight four and one-half to 
five inch squares. Place a large 
spoonful of the mixture on each 
square. Moisten edges of pastry 
with water, fold over to form a 
triangle. With tines of a fork 
press edges firmly together. Prick 
top of turnover. Place on a bak 
ing sheet and bake for 20 min. at 
425 degrees. Serve with _ relish 
Sauce, Four servings. 

Relish Sauce. 

One cup heavy white sauce, one- 
fourth cup milk, two tablespoons 
India relish, one-half teaspoon 
prepared mustard,’ dash of salt. 
Combine all ingredients. Heat 
thoroughly in the top of a double 
boiler and serve over the hot tuna 
turnovers.

Sometimes the suggestion is jus- 
tified. The doctor may be so pre- 
occupied with the primary disease 
that he overlooks the secondary 
damage it has done to the blood, 
and the correction of this by a diet 
rich in iron may turn the scales 
and start the invalid on the road 
to recovery. 

There is one thing sure. If the 
doctor thinks the suggestion is 
pertinent he can find out exactly 
and in the most scientific way all 
about the condition of his pa- 
tient’s blood. Our knowledge on 
the subject is most complete. 

The blood is a tissue just as mus- 
cle or bone or liver are tissues. It 
consists of cells and matrix or in- 
tercellular substance. The only pe- 
culiarity in the case of the blood 
being that the intercellular sub- 
stance is fluid. It has to be be- 
cause the function of the blood is 
that of a messenger tocarry chem- 
ical substances from one part of 
the body to the other, and a mes- 
senger has to be fluid. He has to 
be able to move.

WHEN THE PATHOLOGIST 
pricks your finger or your ear lobe 
to get a drop of blood, it looks like 
an opaque red drop. But you know 
by experience that if you put the 
drop on a glass surface, or collect 
enough blood in a test tube to see 
the phenomenon easily that it will 
separate out into a hard, sticky, 
tenacious red clotted part, and a 


‘clear straw-colored fluid. The clear 


ee 
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fluid, or serum, contains most of 
the chemicals that the blood car- 
ries from tissue to tissue, and the 
red part contains the blood cells. 

It is these blood cells that are 
deficient in cases of anemia, 

We have modern means of 
studying them very completely. 
As long ago as about 1870, a Ger- 
man professor of medicine marked 
off a space on a capillary tube so 
that it would contain exactly one 
cubic millimeter and filled it with 
his own blood and then emptied 
that blood out on a microscope 
slide, and with the aid of the mi- 
croscope counted every one of the 
red blood cells. He found there 
were six million. And on counting 
the same amount of blood taken 
from a number of his associates 
he found that in all healthy hu- 
mans that amount was absolutely 
constant.

BUT COUNTING UP to six mil- 
lion is quite a chore, and the mod- 
ern laboratory technician has sim- 
plified it by diluting the blood 
very exactly in salt solution and 
putting it in one of the finest cali- 
brated chambers you ever saw and 
counting only the number of red 
cells in a given square and cor- 
recting by multiplication, he can 
give you the number of red cells 
you have in about five minutes, 
And since the original observa- 
tions it has been confirmed over 
and over that all healthy human 
beings from birth to old age, male 
and female, have about six million 
cells per cubic millimeter. 


After you have given blood to 
the blood bank your count goes 
down for a week or two. You have, 
in fact, a mild secondary anemia. 
Your bone marrow, which is the 
manufacturing plant for red blood 
cells, soon makes this up. When a 
disease like influenza or some 
other infection knocks out your 
bone marrow your count goes 
down and here the treatment is to 
give food or drugs which stimu- 
late the marrow--liver, spinach, 
red meat, iron and arsenic. 

The pathologist will also 
mate how red your blood is, be- 
cause that tells the amount of 
hemoglobin, which is the iron-con- 
taining pigment in the red blood 
cells. It carries oxygen from the 
lungs to the tissues and when it is 
low in dnemic people they get 
short of breath for that reason, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

W. L.—-Has anyone ever been 
cured of diabetes by taking insu- 
lin? What does insulin come 
from? 

Answer: Not cured, but so long 
as the insulin is taken it controls 
the diabetes. Insulin is extracted 
from the pancreas. Diabetes is 
caused by the disappearance of 
certain cells in the pancreas.
